She was a streel singer, and her 
onlj possessions consisted of h rude 
table, mi earthen salad bowl decor- 
ated with blue flowers Into which 
the passers by threw tbeir offerings 

and a well worn guitar. Every 
uioruing promptly at 7 Marietta 
oame with her table, placed ii In its 
accustomed nook, with the empty 
bowl at one corner, and without 
much ado t<u>lv op her guitar and lu 
a sweet, plaintive voice sang hymns 
tut' a full houi . Prom 8 until noon 
she rendered ambitious operatic 
selections, in the afternoon she al- 
ternated stirring national aiiH with 
songs of love, heroism and adven 
ture, and In the evening she chang- 
ed her programme to the mosl po- 
pular ballads of the da] . 

Ptinctually at 1 1 clock, when 
the streets became deserted, Marietta 
hung her guitar over her shonlder, 
extinguished the light thai stood 
near her contribution bowl, poured 
ihc money Into hei pookel and, after 
hiding the lamp in a secret alone In 
the wall near by, lifted the table 
over her bead and wandered away 
to the tenement district, where the 

tall, narrow houses swarm with 
Children like rabbits In warrens and 
where whole families live huddled 

together without, cleanliness 01 

decency, and the air resounds at 
once wilh blOWS and erics and 

singing and laughter. Sere she 

slept in the small hallway of a 
lunilile down shanty which served 

as a cobbler's workshop. 

But Marietta was not al in the 

world. Her widowed mother 
oontrlved to make a living from the 
sale of handkerchiefs, operaglasses, 

Cigar cases, spectacles and a 
miscellany Of such articles, which 

both her half grown sons managed 

lo steal from Unsuspecting tourists

Ingettles. Signora Poll! understood 
her nailing thoroughly, and her boys 

were shrewd and aeli\e. Altogether 
they fared very well, although

Marietta purchased for each an 
Orange and a few roasted cheslunls, 
and Slipped a lew lire into Ihe 
greedy palms of her mother. After 
(hat cadi went his way. The rag- 
ged yoiinsters passed their nights in 

unguarded barges or the large bas- 
kets and empty casks that were 

Unloaded from the ships at. Hie 

wharfs and at noon Hie next day 

met their mother ill a macaroni 

stall along the Mole. 

Here they delivered l|n> arliclcs 

they had stolen ami related the 1 
adventures aa they rnvenouslv cie 
voured their fried flan or macaroni 
made palatable with oil and lomalo 

sauce. And sometimes, when they 

haif been unusually successful, 
their mother allowed them other 
lnvuries. Their meal ended, Ihey 



separated again, wandering about 

the city in search of n<»w victims, 
So lived the I'olli family in tree 

Neapolitan fashion, nevei knowing 

thai Ihe moriow would bring, and 

dependent entirely on their own 

versatility as liars, cheats and 
thieves. 

Marietta was the only one of the 
family who possessed one faint 
spark of decency and respectability. 

Sheolothed herself neatly, at, least 
had a roof to cover her head at 
night an 1 earned considerable 
money. Her brol hois declared that 
she often cleared as much as :i lire 
a day and, wilh their mother, won- 
dered what became of this ({real 

wealth. However, only when they 

were in the direst need did they dare 

turn to Marietta for assistance, and 

then she responded none too 
generously only enough to tide 
them over their difficulties.

This Strange conduct of Marietta 
WUnOt due 10 the fact that she 
loathed the sterner sex, but because 
she had hopes of one day realizing 
Ihe ideal of her dreams lo become 
the owner of one of the countless 
little calm which thread their way 
through Ihe crowded streets of 
Naples and are patronised alike by 
rich and poor. She hoped not only 
lo own BUCh a vehicle, but to ride 
in il al well. And often alter she 
had attended mass on Sunday morn 
in;:. She paid a cocher a lire to drive 
her from one end of the city to Ihe 
other and back again. Dressed in 
bet pretty Sunday frock, with a 
gorgeous yellow shawl thrown about 

her shoulders ami her ears ornament- 
ed with massive coral earnings, she 

sal ill state, leaning back with all 
race and majesty of a queen, 
■yes sparkling with joy and 
satisfied ambition. Naturally in 
these outings she attracted many 
admirers, bid to her chagrin not one 

of them proved acooher. Whether 

they came into the world already 
married, Maiietla was never able lo 
Satisfy herself. And it was remark- 
able wdiat B faculty she possessed 
of finding out after a few words, 
even before she entered a eat), 
whether the diiver was married or 

single. 

Thus the years rolled by, and her 
prayers remained unanswered. No 
cocher proposed lo the patient 
Marietta. When she approached

Only too well (hat she would be no 
exception to the rule and feared 
that within a year she would no 
I tie able lo stand on her corner 
and sing to 1 In- nassersby without 
being jeered and hooted. 



How OOUld she earn a livelihood 
when she was crowded out of this 
calling ? She had never attended 
school, knew no trade and could 
not think of working in a factory, 
for Naples had but, few, and those 
overflowed with girls who received 
a mere pittance for their hard I; bo . 

Open a fruit or vegetable or 
lemonade stand ? No, for in al- 
most every ot herdoorway these were 
for sale. Asa last resort she .might 
adopt the methods pursued by her 

mother, but, she shuddered at the 
thought, for Marietta was governed 

by nobler impulses, and her as- 
pirations soared higher. 

In the midst of her despair she 
BUddenly clapped her hands in joy 
as an inspiration came to her. 
Prom a friend who had recently 
traveled in Swil/.trlaud she learned 
that there were women doctors, telo- 
graph operators, mail carriers and 
railway ticket sellers, in the little 

republic, who gave complete satis- 
faction and were independent like 
the men. She had become an ar- 
dent believer in the wisdom of wo-

Thai was the scheme which 

Marietta couoocted after an hour 

of deep meditation She had perfect 
conliilence in herself, and the plan 
did not seem strange, as she had 
practically lived in the Streets from 
infancy. No sooner did herdrcams 
begin to lake definite form than she 
decided lo act al once. Hastening 
to her landlord, the cobbler, she 
drew a little bankbook from her 
bosom and bade him count up the 
figures that she might refresh her 
memory and be crelain that by 
this time al least 900 lire lay Safely 
deposied to he] credit in the Nation 

a I Bank. 

For Marietta, in addition to being 
blessed wilh an artistic tempera 
ment, had Ihe business instinct in 

her developed to a large extent. 

She went first lo an aunt who had 
not lost all her charms and still 
possessed a fair voice and some 
money, and for a consideration 
Offered to dispose of her precious 
table, bowl and guitar.

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The three services for deaf unites 
scheduled for Trinity P. F. Church 
yesterday were attended, not only 
by the mutes themselves-, but by 

everyone interested in such auxili- 
ary work in the church and Si. 
Margaret's Mission, now just 8fi 
years old. At the morning service 

the sacraments of baptism and the 

Lord's Supper were administered. 

The afternoon service was after the 
ordinary, and was also an exclusive 
deaf-mote service, in the language 
of signs, while the evening servioe, 
which was held in the church 
proper, was a combination service 
with the rite of confirmation 
administered by the bishop, in 
this service Rev. A \V . Mannn 
Dr. Arundel and I'.ishop Whitehead, 
took part. 

At the morning service Rev, Mr. 

Mann's address was also given oral- 
ly. Ho referred to the anniversary 

as one of utmost importance to the 
"silent brethren" of Pittsburg. A 

handful of deaf-mutes gathered to- 
gether for worship, he said, is one 
of the strongest object lessons in 
faVOl of Christian unity lo day, for 
they are too few for denomination- 
al divisions. To explain this more 
fully, he says that in 50,000 will 
be found only about 40 deaf mutes. 
One third of t his number are litt le 
children, one-third away at school, 
and the others earning a living at 
various trades, it is these that 
must be taken in hand by the 
church. The schooling of deaf- 
mutes, he went on, began al Hart- 
ford, Conn., in 1817, so rapidly ex- 
pended and has become so far reach- 
ing and bo fruitful of good results, 

that the work of Ihe church follow- 
ing closely upon it will to-day cause 
surprise and wonder. 

In IS.'.O a small Bible class for 

deaf-mutes In n<w York City was 

the beginning of church wot k for 
deaf-mutes, Out of that class grew 
St. Ann's Church for Deaf-Mules, 
of which Rev. I>r. Thomas Qai< 

laudet is rector. Now ihis work 

Covers most of the large cities of 

the United States. 

" The rapid fight of time makes 
il impossible lo realise that a full 

quarter of a century has n 

since 1, as lay reader. Conducted 
the first service of this mission," 
said Rev, Mi. Mann. M t>( those 



forming the first congregation, only 
one or two are with us to-day. 
The rest have either moved away 
from this city or vicinity, or have 
joined the 'silent majority.' " 

Mi. .Mann said thnt during the 
intervals betweee his visit* to the 
mission here, he having a wide field 
to cover under the auspices of this 
diocese, Messrs. Brewster Randall 
Allabough and Frank A. I.eitner 
had Continued the regular services 
under lay readers' license from the 
bishop. In the past twenty-five 
years missions for deaf-mutes have 
been built up in large cities from 
Pittsburg to Chicago. Si. I.ouis 
and Kansas City. Over 4,000 Sab- 
bath and week-day services have 
been held in 886 different parishes 
within and outside of his assigned 
territory. 

"Since taking up the work in 
this diocese," Said Uev. Mr. Mann, 
".•ombined services [that is, 

services with the niual clergyman] 

and services for deaf-mutes only 
have been held in the following 
parishes besides Trinity; Calvary, 
St. Andrew's. St. Peter's, St. 
Mark's. Pittsburg; St. Paul's, 

Erie; Ascension, Bradford; Em- 
manuel, Corry; Christ, Mead vi lie; 
Grace, Miles Grove; Christ, Oil 

City; St. .lames,' Titusville; St 
John's, Franklin; Trinity Memorial, 
Warren ; St. John's Sharon ; Trin- 
ity, New Castle; Christ, New Bright- 
on; Our Father. Foxburg; St. 
Mary's, Beaver; St. Paul's, Kit 
tanning; Trinity, Rochester; St. 
Stephen's, MoKeesport; Christ, 
Crei tisbutg; St. Martin's, Johnson- 
burg; SI. Mark's, Johnstown; 
Trinity, Washington: St. Peter's, 
1'nioiitown; and Christ Church, in 
lirownville. 

Rev. Mi. Mann then concluded 
with a few facls and figures of his 
work, lie said : 

" Within my missionary district 
and since 1875 more than 800 deaf- 
mutes and their heart ne and speak- 
ing children have been brought into 
our church by baptism and over 700 

by Confirmation. The children go 
lo Sunday School as other children. 
My own records show 88 baptisms 
in this mission and 18 confirmations. 
In ihe entire diocese 80 baptisms 
and t!i continual ions." 

Bishop Whitehead took his text 
last night from a portion of the 
Old Testament, speaking of the 
general worth of seeking good from 
some thiagSCast aside lie being good 
for nothings This deaf-mute mis- 
sion, he said, was the souice of a 
great deal more good than Mr. 
Mann had hinted of. He said the 
silent language such as these people 
made use of was an emblem lan- 
guage. You it cansee everywhere, 
even in the chinch, and on Ihe 
church. It seems a living thing, 
and when it was used to convey 
gospel truth it seems to him that 
there could be nothing Bearer with 
Cod's purpose than of making il 
is it is to its every mission. 
Here in this work, too. we had au 
example of what system can help to 
accomplish systematic work.

As this girl went 
forward and took her place before

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She had invited him to stop to 
supper, and he was trying to ap- 
pear easy and unconcerned, while 
she was on her prettiest behavior.

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Yen few persons have the slight- 
est idda of the earth's age. Profes- 
sor W. J. Sollars, who occupies the 
chair of geology at Oxford, and is 
president of the geographical section 
of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science, is reported 
by the New )'ork Tribune as stat 
ing (hat the earth's ago is 26,000,- 
ooo years. It should be premised 
that inasmuch as matter is believed 
lo be indestructible, the scientist 
has difficulty in understanding how 
it could have had a beginning. 
Hence, the material composing the 
earth is to be regarded as having ex- 
isted forever, though its conditions 
may have undergone many changes. 

However, even though it may 
have a nebula, " without form anil 
void," and though at one period in 
its history it was perhaps |merged 
with the far greater mass comprising 
the other planets and the sun, there 
came a t ime when it was detached 
from them all, acquiring a globular 
shape and was probably (though 
not certainly) so hot as to be entirely 
molten, if is customary, therefore, 
to specify some particular stage iu 
dovelopement as the starting 
point fot calculations of the earth's 
age. 

Ford Kelvin, for instance, dated 
his estimate from the time wheu the 
globe became cool enough to be 
habitable by the lowest known 
forms of life. Kelvin placed the 
interval which elapsed since that 
era al between 80,000,000 aud 
40,000,000 years. This com- 
pulation was based principally on 
the rate at which various kinds of 
rock will radiate heat, and on the 
assumption thai the rate has 
remained uniform from tempera- 
tures like -h)00 and 8600 down to 
that observed at the earth's surface. 

Then there is Prof. George Dar- 
win's fascinating calculation, based 
on the belief that the moon was 
thrown off from the earth in a tidal 
wave. At that time the earth was 
supposed to be rotating on it* axis 
in a period of from two to four 
hours. The subsequent retardation 
of its speed through the attraction 
of the moon would, according to 
Professor Darwin's mathematics, re- 
quire something like 88,000,000 or 
100,000 yean at least, and possi- 
bly more. Prof. Sollas thinks that 
this theory has strong claims to ac- 
ceptance and he picks no flaws in it. 

The particular class of evidence 
to which the Oxford geologist at- 
taches the largest importance is the 
depth of those rook formations 
which are clearly of sedimentary 
origin After pr ese n ting elaborate 
reasons for so doing, he adopts one 
tool a century as the most satisfac- 
tory standard; and with this basis, 
be getsa little over 18,000,000 yean 
as the time which has elapsed since 
the formation of sedmentary rocks 
began.

"(J. M. T.," (Mr. (i. m. Tee- 
garden, of Pittsburg,) in the last 
issue of the JOURNAL, put, such 

an odious air upon our recent ac- 
tion In praising the. Pittsburg deaf 

foi raising a large sum Of money 
for the Home Fund, thai our sur- 
prise knows no bounds. 

We deeply regret to knoyv that 
our remarks, yvhich Mr. Teegarden 
quoted, offended at least one 
Plttsburger, ami for every other 
one of his kind we feel equally 

sorry. 

We think, however, that those 

remarks did not warrant such a 

display of temper as yvas shown, 
and it was Certain ly most indiscreet 
to insinuate that, because the 
Philadelphia deaf have not yet 
done as much for the Home project 
as their Western brethren, they 
arc " idlers or shirkers." 

Wo ask, hoyy does Mr. Toe- 
garden, who, by the way, is Secre- 
tary of the Pennsylvania Society, 
seek to promote the spirit of fra- 
ternity that is so essential to the 
prosperity of Ottl Society by such 
Innuendo*? His offence is even 

worse than ours could be, we dare 
say, now. 

We admit the fact that the 
Philadephla deaf have not yet"* by 
one stroke taised $826.79 for the 
Home Fnnd; but who says that 0U1 
lime for raising money is up. 

Who said that the Philadelphia 

deaf must raise three times (826.79, 
or 12,480.81 in the same time that 
the Pittsburg deaf raised their one- 
third? 

The idea ! 

What right then has Mr. Tee- 
garden to intimate thatjthe eastern 
deaf are idlers? 

Mr. Teegarden taken refuge 
under the rale of proportions to 
.justify his hit at us; but even then 
he goes far olT the mark. By it he 
shows his ignorance of conditions 

in Philadelphia. They !f are surely 

not what DC takes them to be, anil 

just as surely he can not blame us 
for them. 

Need we tell him that the Home 
project is not the only object for 
whloh the Philadelphia deaf are 

yvork ing? 

Need we remind him that have 

raised up a *i 5,000 church and 

raise Several hundred dollars 
annually in support of It? 

Need he he told that we are 
supporting several societies that 
keep us continually hustling |for 
coin? 

Is he not aware that there is a 
religious faction in Philadelphia, 
whi(d) thus far has {been withhold- 
ing its support from tire Home 
project? 

Has he not heard of the numer- 
ous special appeals for aid made to 
our deaf yvhich yvcrc responded to? 

Now, are the Pittsburg deaf do- 
ing more Hum this for their felloyv- 
men? Are they supporting moie 

Objects? Is it fair to hint that we 
are idlers, simply because WS have 
not yet found an Opportunity to 



make our best effort for the Home 
Project? 

Sticking to his rule of propor- 
tions, Mr Teegarden might as well 
holler to Carlisle — " There Carlisle] 
You have raised only $100 for the 
Home Fund. Your population (in- 
cluding the general) rs such that 
you should raise several hundred 
dollars more than you did." Draw 
your own inferences, reader. 

Mr. Teegarden says our com- 
parison is not to the point. Well, 
be that, as it may, it docs, however, 
show that our record is not the kind 
of idlers and that is about all we 
meant by it. Mark ! 

The threat to Stop yvork until the 
Philadclphians beat the Pittsburg- 
ers' recent achievement, is as dis 
creditable as it is deplorable. It 
reminds us of a certain character 

who is to be found in most of the 
big busineas establishments and is 
kuown as "the dissatisfied em- 
ployee." After doing a certain 
amount of work, he ceases from 
fui ther effort as long as be can es- 
cape the eye of the superintendent^ 
explaining to his wondering fellow 
employees — ** I am done for to-day 
I have done more than Others, and 
the firm has made enough profit on 
me " 

Mr. Teegarden quoted only such 
parts of our remarks that would 
make them appeal the most objec- 
tionable, yvhich yvas neither kind 
nor fair. lie thus has made us ap- 
pear frigid in our treatment of the 
deaf of Pittsburg, many of whom 
are our personal friends yvhich we 
disclaim of doing in the strongest 
way. Did yve not expressly state 
that it yvas not our intention to be- 
little their yvork, but rather to en- 
courage 1 hem to greater efforts? 
We hold that it Is perfectly be- 
coming of such a high official of the 
Society as the Treasurer, which 
position yve hold, to praise and en- 
courage the win kers of the Society 
whenevei the opportunity occurs. 
The other officers Of the Society 
should do likewise. Hence it is 

utterly unreasonable to attack us 

fora little friendly criticism because 
yve live in a section of the State 
Which has not yet done as well as 
another part. It is not, the attack 
itself that yve resent, bin the motive 

imputed to us. if Mr. Teegarden 

and his friends really expect us to 
do more than they did and long for 
the happiness of seeing us do it, let 
us tell them that they can sil on the 
fence all through their lives, if they 
have no better encouragement for 
us than to call us " IDLERS and 

SIllliKKUS." 

The Philadelphia deaf, as a whole, 

have rendered the Society more as 
sistance during its life than those of 
any other single city, and who will 
say that they are not entitled to 
greater respect than has been ac- 
corded them. 

In conclusion, yve wish our Pitts- 
burg friends to understand that we 
simply gave them the credit that is 
theirs by right. It is our practice 
to give credit to whom it is due, as 
yve have often shown by our writ- 
ings. Of course, yve can not force 
its acceptance upon anybody, but 
we may ai least hope for the same 

kind consideration that yve extend 
to others.

The new primary and oral build- 
ing at the American School foi the 
Deaf has been named Cogswell Hall 
in memory of Dr. Mason F. Cogs- 
well, one of the founders of the in- 
stitution. The building yvas com- 
pleted last Fall and has been in use 
during the winter, and it is belli 
ed to be as line a building as tl.. 
is in the country for the purpi 
for which it is intended. 

Dr. Cogswell was born in 
and yvas graduated from Yale 
College in the class of 1780. He 

was the valedictorian and the 
youngest memberof his class, which 
included Matthew and Roger Gi 
Wold and other able men. He had 

a brother James, who yvas a surgeon 
ill the Revolutionary W.u and who 
afterwards practiced in New Fork. 
Dr. Cogswell studied surgery and 

medicine with his brother, and : 
several years after being admitted to 

practice he was located at Stamford. 
He came to this oUy and established 
himself a practicing physician in 
L786. He yvas one of the foremost 
surgeons of his day, and was one of 
the leading supporters of the Re- 
treat for the Insane when thai insli- 
tution yvas established. 

Dr. Cogswell married Mary Led 
yard, the daughter of Colonel 
William Lcdyard, who yvas killed 
by his own sword in the act of 
surrender at Crolon. In the Lg 
their third daughter, Alice, but a 
trifle more than two years old, yy ;i s 
taken ill with '•spotted fever," now 
called cerobro- spinal -meningitis, 
and she recovered from the illn 
a (leaf-mute.
